VIRGINIA BEACH— An effort 
by Virginia Beach Coun- 
iilwoman Barbara Henley to 
return almost half a million 
dollars to the Community 
Development fund failed by a 
vote of 7-4 last month. 
■ Also denied was her request to 
remove $251,563 in Community 
Development funds from the 
Birdneck Road project because 
she did not consider this a 
Seatack target area street. She 
said it is to be a four-lane divided 
arterial highway and should be 
included in .charter bond or 
revenue sharing funding. 

Voting with Henley were 
Councilman Robert G. Jones and 
Louis R. Jones and Coun- 
cilwoman Meyera Obendorf . 

Henley's motion had included 
the return of $505,705 of Com- 
munity Development money 
which had been used to finance 
emergency wells. She said Coun- 
cil committed itself to returning 
those funds to Community 
Development when the city 
became financially able to do so. 
She asked that the money be 
refunded from the city's un- 
designated fund balance.

she said, because the road is not a 
target neighborhood street. 

The funds, Henley said, could 
be used to expedite currently 
designated Community 
Development projects.

Mc- 
Clanan said it is true that mote 
money is needed in the target 
areas. The question is, she said, 
at what point did Qouncil think 
the undesignated fund balance 
was unlimited.

Symposium tackles issues 
vital to Beach prosperity 
First of two parts

NORFOLK— The Future of 
Hamptdfr Roads, Inc. recently 
hosted its "Second Annual 
Regional Symposium on the 
Future of Hampton Roads" at 
Old Dominion University in Nor- 
folk. Chairmen of the 11 "Op- 
portunity Groups" spoke on 
issues and industries most impor- 
tant to the region. Among_these 
focus segments, those on tourism 
and agribusiness dealt with issues 
that are of great concern to the 
citizens of Virginia Beach. 

Charles Longworth, president 
of the Colonial Williamsburg 
Foundation and chairman of the 
tourism Opportunity Group, 
noted that 30 percent of all 
tourism in the state of Virginia 
occurs in Hampton Roads. 
Twenty-six percent of that occurs 
in Virginia Beach. Growth in the 
tourist industry has been flat in 



this area for the past several 
years. Longworth «4«r««(«ri«ed it 
as "a fragile industry," and at- 
tributed the lack of growth at 
least in part to the reduction in 
spending of advertising cam- 
paigns directed toward residents 
in other parts of the Virginia and 
bordering states. 

Longworth proposed a tourism 
Development Center for the 
region that would coordinate ad- 
vertising efforts and fund these 
campaigns through a 1 percent 
room tax to be collected 
throughout all. 13 cities in the 
region. He noted that, thus far, 
the idea has met with a favorable 
response from area leaders. 
"Problems seen to arise on the 
issue of footing the bill," he 
remarked.

There's something fishy going on down among 
the cliffs and caverns of undersea reefs. 

Some of the girl fishes are becoming boy fishfes. 
And some of the boy fishes are becoming girl 
fishes.

For instance, when a school of reef fish loses its 
single male, a female member of the clan soon will 
start acting macho— and within 10 days will be able 
to produce sperm and fertilize eggs. Converting the 
other way, from male to female, is less common. 
But it happens. 

For instance, damselfish can pull this switch. A 
typical damselfish cluster contains a large female, a 
smaller male and several juveniles. If the female is 
removed, the male converts to female, and one of 
the juveniles quickly matures to male status. 

Studies of this underwater turnabout have been 
conducted in several parts of the world. In the 
Philippines, there is a species of bass that seems to 
maintain a certain balance between male and 
female. When 58 males were removed from the 
reefs under study, 57 females changed sex and took 
their place. 

As for reproduction, the female lays the eggs and 
then the male comes along and fertilizes the eggs 
with his sperm. There is little body contact between 
male and female— hence the term, "Poor fish."

On a roll 



One hundred years ago the sport of roller skating 
took a quantum leap forward when Levant M. 
Richardson of Chicago obtained a patent for ball 
bearing skate wheels. 

Up until 1884, roller skates ran on wooden, ivory 
or metal wheels, without benefit of bearings; it 
took more muscle to overcome the friction involved 
with skating— and that took a lot of the fun out of 
it. 

After ball bearings came into the picture, roller 
skating bloomed. In recent years, polyuretbane 
plastic has replaced metal in the manufacture of the 
wheels, but roller bearings still are involved in the 
moving parts. The plastic wheels also have done a 
lot toward popularizing the sport, because they 
provide a smoother and quieter ride . 

Skating has been helped along by such pop stars 
as Linda Ronstadt and Cher, who have appeared 
on record albums and in photos with skates and 
knee pads. 

In recent years, adults have joined children in 
skating out of doors. They glide along to the 
private music of their stereo headsets at oceanfront 
venues and parks. 

. f r^e^Qllj^Jhei^ are about 3,000 roller-skating 
-rinks in the United States, which attract about 40 
million skaters each year.

New birthright? 

A news story the other day provides more melan- 
choly evidence that welfare payments have come to 
be regarded as a birthright in this country, 
n'wenty-six welfare recipients from various sec- 
tions of California have filed suit in Superior Court 
in San Diego because their payments were reduced 
or canceled after they received such financial wind- 
falls as inheritances, damage settlements or sub- 
stantial insurance benefits; one of the plaintiffs had 
come by $48,000. They and their lobbyists, the 
Welfare Rights Organization of San Diego and the 
California Welfare Rights Organization, dispute a 
new rule requiring a cut-off of welfare benefits un- 
til the wipdf^l i§ exhausted. 

Because welfare payments should go only to the 
truly needy, the new rule makes sense. Windfalls 
and welfare are a mutually exclusive mix. But like 
so many regulations in the bureaucratic morass that 
attempt to keep a lid on welfare abuse, the new rule 
could encourage some recipients to blow their 
windfalls as quickly as possible in order to retain 
»heir welfare payments. Such welfare dilemmas, of 
course, are ever daunting. 

Let it be said again, therefore, that welfare 
dollars are not manna from a heavenly govo'n- 
ment. Welfare recipients must somehow be made to 
realize that the payments they receive am come 
only from the toil of others and that, when they file 
suit to expand their benefits, th^r bite the hand that 
feeds them.

VIRGINIA BEACH— Deve- 
lopers recently unveiled plans to. 
buihl„,a sis milli on con- 
dominium-hotel in Virginia 
Beach. 

1\K eight-story, 295-unit 
Virginia Beach Resort and Con- 
ference Center will be built on 
one of the last large parcels of 
land available at the Beach. (The 
3.7-acre site is located just west 
of Seashore State Park on Shore 
Eirive, facing the Chesapeake 
Bay.) Groundbreaking is set for 
the Spring of 1985. 
' Upon completion, which is 
projected for the Spring of 1986, 
the Virginia Beach Resort and 
Conference Center will be the 
area's largest hotel/conference 
center and will generate 175 jobs 
in Virginia Beach.

Downzoning is shelved 
by Council resolution

VIRGINIA BEACH— Virginia 
Beach City Council has shelved 
r issue'of -downzemflg 4jttt-has^ 
halted any increase in residential 
density south of the "green line" 
for five years. 

A resolution adopted by Coun- 
cil Monday afternoon by a vote 
of 9-2 including these provisions 
accepts the proposed Com- 
prehensive Plan amending the 
Plan dated October 1979. 

The author of the resolution, 
Councilman Louis R. Jones, said 
that the resolution was presented 
as an alternative to action of 
downzoning-the rezoning to 
agricultural use of all property 
below the "green line" which is 
presently zoned for development. 
The resolution also calls for the 
employment of a private con- 
sulting firm to prepare a plan of 
implementation for land use 
south of the "green line" which 
roughly divides the agricultural 
from developed areas of the city, 
and north of the line of Indian 
River Road eastward to the ocean 
along the Princess Anne Borough 
line from the Pungo intersection 
of Indian River Road and Prin- 
cess Anne Road. The resolution 
calls for particular attention to 
the demands upon city facilities 
and services and the fiscal impact 
upon the Capital Improvement 
Program of the city. 



The deadline for the plan's 
adoption is Jan. 1, 1986, a com- 
promise over the Sept. 1, 1986 
figure submitted by Councilman 
Louis R. J o n es . _ '^ 

Mayor Harold Heischo^ said 
the resolution was an attejnpt to 
bring Council together in a con- 
ciliatory manner. He said he was 
looking for a unanifrioOs decision 
by Coifhcil "for many reasons 
you are aware of." 

The resolution also specifies 
that, until the implementation 
plan is adopted by the city, for 
parcels of land larger than five 
acres, the city would neither ap- 
prove any site plan nor issue any 
building permit in any residential 
development or area where site 
improvements have not begun as 
of the date of the resolution in 
the residentially or commercially- . 
zoned land south of the "green 
line." 

At its Dec. 17 meeting Council 
had deferred action on down- 
zoning which in turn delayed a 
decision oh the new Compre- 
hensive Plan. The Planning 
Commission, however, by a vote 
of 6-5 approved the downzoning 
concept which would have in- 
volved 196 parcels containing 
4332.86 acres with a potential for 
the development of 15,668 
housing units. 

The resolution also instructs

Cox . Cable Virginia Beach's 
Playboy Channel surfaced as the 
main issue at the public hearing 
Monday afternoon on the cable 
company's request for a rate 
hike. 

Nine out of the ten speakers in 
opposition to the increase based 
their objections on the inclusion 
of the Playboy channel in the 
company's programming. Mostly 
churchmen, they linked sex- 
related crimes wi^h the channel. 
One speaker called for a boycott 
of the cable company. 

Cox Cable is requesting an in- 
crease in its basic service from 
$9.24 to $10.50. 

Randall Blow, on the city at- 
torney's staff informed Council 
that localities do not have the 
authority to regulate the content 
of the programming. He said, 
however, that a State Statute 
gives a locality the authority to 
remove an obscene program from 
the air, but that in the case of the 
Playboy Channel no test has been 
made of its obscenity. He said 
that Paul Sciortino, Common- 
wealth's Attorney, has been asked 
to obtain a judicial opinion as to 



whether or not the program is ob- 
scene. 

Council will vote on the rate 
increase next week. 

John Barlow, the tenth 
speaker, opposed the rate in- 
crease, but said while he does not 
subscribe to the Playboy channel, 
he did not think that by taking 
away freedom of choice the city 
would not be protecting the 
people. "You are not responsible 
for children. The parents are." 

Barlow objected to having a 
public hearing on a workday at 2 
p.m. charging that Cit^ Council 
and Cox Cable were trying to 
sweep the matter under the rug," 
to slap a veneer of validity on 
decision making. He compared 
Cox fees in Virginia Beach, Nor- 
folk and Portsmouth with the 
$7.50 basic fee and two channels, 
TCL an MTV, in Chesapeake 
which is served by Tele- 
Communications Inc. He 
questioned why, if Cox serves 
more people, it needs to charge 
more. He called for a general 
boycott of the station. If Cox 
wants an increase, it should open 
the books to the public, he said.

Modest inventions sometimes make all the dif- 
ference in the world. Consider the shopping cart, 
invented nearly a half-century ago by Sylvan 
Goodman, an Oklahoma grocer who died recently 
at age 86. In B.S.C. ~ before shopping cart- 
shoppers carried small wicker baskets through the 
market, typically purchasing no more than the 
basket would hold. Goodman's idea was to entice 
customers into carrying, and hence buying, more 
groceries. 

Things worked out far better than anticipated ~ 
so well, in fact, that today it's hard to believe that 
there ever was a B.S.C, that shopping carts, like 
ball point pens and pocket calculators, haven't 
always been with us. But it actually took a concer- 
ted promotion campaign ~ including the hiring of 
performers to pretend that they were using the con- 
traptions ~ to overcome initial resistance.

We have intruded 
directly into genetic processes and changed the 
course of evolution . 

We have grown bananas in Scandinavia and 
wheat in the tropics. We have eradicated smallpox 
and given birth to new cardiovascular afflictions. 

We have' reversed the flows of some rivers, ob- 
structed the flows of many others and caused a 
few to ignite with industrial residues. 

We threaten biology itself with our weapons of 
war, and we deploy our technology to sustain lives 
that would otherwise have expired.

VIRGINIA BEACH— The heat 
became an intense, searing mon- 
ster, breathing its fire and smoke 
down upon three-ft^ar-qld 
Adrianna Serros. There was only 
one way out - the window. Tiny 
fingers pushed feebly against the 
pan5,s. As the monster drew 
nearer she continued to claw and 
bang at the glass. 

"Hey Ray! Look! There's a 
fire in that apartment!" shouted 
James Smith, shaking Raymond 
Jordan awake. 

That's the way August 24, 1984 
began for the two 18-year-olds as 
they threw on their clothing that 
morning and raced across a 
Virginia Beach apartment court. 

They found a badly injured 
man, a mother and her two 
children outside the building, 
chattering in frantic Polish. Just 
,then Jordan looked up at the 
apartment and saw a small girl 
beating at the window, crying. 

"I knew I had to get her out," 
Jordan said recently. 

"Put me on your shoulders," 



he ordered Smith. 

In a flash, Jordan reached the 
window. He pulled his fist back 
and punched it straight through 
the glass. 

Fighting against suffocating 
smoke, Jordan pulled Adrianna 
out of the burning apartment out 
through the window and safely 
into his arms. 

"You know, in the movies they 
always wrap a cloth of some kind 
around their fist, but really, you 
don't have time," Jordan said as 
he traced the scars marking his 
right wrist and knuckle... hero's 
tattoos. 

"I didn't think about anything 
else at that time, I just knew I had 
to get that little girl out of there. 

"It was a normal reaction, 
anyone would haye done the 
same. I'm just glad 1 was there, 
because she would be dead now if 
I hadn't been," he admitted. 

Jordan, now a Marine Corps 
recruit al ,Parris Island, S.C., 
received an award from the 
Virginia^each Safety Council, 
designating him a Virginia Beach 
jLifesaver.

prepare an ordinance containing 
the provisions approved in the 
resolution. The ordinance will be 
included in the Comprehensive 
Plan. The plan for the implemen- 
tation of land use in the southern 
end of the city when approved 
will be added to the Comprehen- 
sive Plan as an amendment. 

Property owners and attorneys 
representing property owners 
south of the "green line" who 
had gathered to oppose down- 
zoning appeared mollified by the 
resolution. Robert Cromwell, at- 
torney representing Courthouse 
Estates, a subdivision zoned 
residential, said that his client 
had been considering an 
agreement to delay development 
beyond the Sept. 1 , 1986 date. 

Attorneys were tentative, 
however, and delayed reactions 
until they could have a copy of 
the resolution. The latest version 
had been made available to 
Council members only that mor- 
ning. 

Unlike the Dec. 17 meeting, 
there was an easy interchange of 
questions and answers Monday, 
which were prohibited at the 
earlier meeting. 

Councilman Dr. J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. expressed the most reser- 
vations about the resolution. He 
said he could not support an 18- 
month delay which led to the 
earlier deadline. 

He said that the delay would be 
received as a moratorium no mat- 
ter what it is call^. He criticized 
the vagueness of the resolution 
and said that the provisions 
should be considered as a policy 
rather than an ordinance. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that he considered down- 
zoning dead as a result of the 
resolution, "as much as I wanted 
downzoning." He said the real 
problems are the parcels which 



are zoned for high densities such 
as six and 24 units per acre. 

When McCoy moved for a 
delay on the resolution but a vote 
on downzoning, Councilwoman 
Barbara Henley said that she was 
prepared to vote on the 
resolution but that if the city 
decides to vote against down- 
zoning and does not adopt the 
resolution, "we'll do absolutely 
nothing." 

L. Jones said that if the 
resolution is passed, "we have 
refused to downzone property. 
That is my intent." He said the 
resolution is in place of a vote on 
downzoning. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
said that Council was close to 
unanimity but that rather than 
force the issue she would defer 
the whole matter. 

L. Jones said that if the pur- 
pose of deferral is to pull out 
paragraphs, he could not see any 
advantage in deferral, "because 
I'm not going to pull it.out." 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf said that the original Sept. 
I, 1986 deadline should be used 
because of the need to coordinate 
the city's planning with the 
state's master rpad plan, 
especially in reference to the 
Southeastern Freeway. She also 
voted against the resolution as 
changed to reflect the earlier 
deadline. 

If more time is needed L. Jones 
said, the time can be extended. 

Heischober also requested that 
the Planning Commission be in- 
formed that there is no need to 
consider property for down- 
zoning. At the Dec. 17 meeting 
following the decision on down- 
zoning, the Commission had star- 
ted to consider each of the 196 
parcels for downzoning. The 
work was stopped pending the 
decision of City Council.

Stalled and it took three or four 

people to do the job of one. 

Barlow saw as "subjective" 
the linking of "horrendous 
crimes" to the Playboy channel 
and said a good solution for 
keeping minors from the set is a 
lock box. 

Roger Pierce, vice president/ 
general manager. Cox 

Cable, said the company 
6riginally wanted the rate hike 
(13.26 percent) effective on Jan. 
1. Now the company is aiming 
for Feb. 1, he said. 

In seven years, the Cox Cable 
area here has become the 13th 
fargest system in the county with 
nearly 1300 miles of cable in 
Virginia Beach, Pierce said. The 
company employes 350 people 
making it one of the largest em- 
ployers in the area. It also has 
over 100 contract employees, 
operates 125 service vehicles and 
has an annual payroll of $6.6 
million. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
asked for the separation of the 
cost of basic services as opposed 
to paid services. 

Pierce also said ttettthc^tOTm- 
pany is detuning all cable conver- 
ters at the rate of 5,000 to 6,000 a 
igonth so that programs such as 
those on the Playboy channel will 
not be carried into homes where 
they are not wanted. 

This announcement, however, 
did not satisfy the speakers in 
opposition. 

The Rev. Fritz Stegeman, 
pastor of the Open Door Chapel, 
attributed sex crimes to the chan- 
nel. He said rapes in Virginia 
Beach have doubled since 1983 
from 60 to 127. He said the Play- 
boy channel (27) is lewd, in- 



decent, immoral and obscene. He 
said hedoes not subscribe to the 
channel, but that he receives it 
anyway. He said that the Council 
had a right to tell the company to 
remove the , channel because it 
had not been included when the 
original franchise agreement was 
made. 

Stegeman, who described a 
number of sex-related crimes and 
other problems, called for the 
removal of the program and the 
removal of 30,000 boxes which 
take the program to the homes. 
He said he hasn't , had his box 
removed because he needed, to 
know what was going on. 

John Gimenez, pastor of the 
Rock Church, said that cable 
Channel 27 is going to do great 
harm to this city. He said that in 
his work with troubled young 
people, they almost without ex- 
ception come from bad homes, 
have had bad experiences in 
schools and sexual abuse at 
home. He added that most of the 
people-thc church deals with aa 
not fundamentalist. He pointed 
out that Virginia Beach rapes 
doubled in one year when the 
itatiomri rape incWence was 
lowered. He then described the 
basic types of rapists and cited 
the problem as money versus 
morality, civic responsibility and 
safety of women and children. 
He said the decision has been 
made by Cox "to peddle smut, to 
cater to a sickness destroying this 
nation." 

Bruce Fylcher, a student at 
CBN University, related a per- 
sonal incident where he was an 
intended victim of a sex-related 
crime, and Joseph K. Starcevich, 
a born-again Christian, said that 
"Pornography is sin."

Symposium tackles issues 
vital to Beach prosperity 

Part two of two

VIRGINIA BEACH-With the 
northern end of Virginia Beach 
flourishing as a result of its 
tourism industry, the more 
southern region of the city con- 
cerns itself with agribusiness and 
the building industry. Edward 
Borchers, executive director of 
the Virginia Truck and Ornamen- 
tals Research Station and chair- 
man of the Agribusiness Oppor- 
tunity Group, spoke on the issues 
facing farmers in Virginia, and 
especially in Virginia Beach. 

Despite the argument over the 
zoning of the land in southern 
Virginia Beach, Borchers is cer- 
tain land will continue to be 
available for farming. The system 
of land use taxation allows far- 
"ming to continue on high-value 
land. The crisis comes in that the 
land mass has been developed in- 
to increasingly smaller farms, too. 
small for raising the city's 
traditional crops of grain, corn 
and soybeans. 

According to Borchers, 230 
farms are -operated on 1510 acres 
of land in the city. Only 400 acres 
of this land is devoted to 
vegetables, usually in the form of 
pick-youjT-own farms. In a good 
year, a fiftjler will see a return of 
$21 per acre of corn and will 
maybe break even on soybeans. 
A decent yield of peppers will net 
a farmer $1,500 per acre, Bor- 
chers explained. 

Jim Belote, an Agronomy Ex- 
tension Agent for the Virginia 
Beach Department of 

Agriculture, remarked that 
Hampton Roads represents a 
sizeable market, but local far- 
mers fail to grow any crops that 
can be consumed locally. "In or- 
der to induce farmers to produce 
these crops, we must guarantee 
them a marketing system that 
works." 

This Opportunity Group is 
working to draft a proposals, to 

revitalize a system of area 



-. most 



marketing of vegetables grown 
locally. The old "auction block" 
system, Belote remarked, could 
be updated^o a system of elec- 
tronic or teletype marketing. The 
expensive feature of this 
'^^stem is the number of inspec- 
tors necessary to insure quality of 
goods before delivery. ^iA couple 
cents per bushel chaW-would 
cqver the expense/^of this 
marketing system/' Belote 
noted. The change i/' equipment 
systems would net most farmers a 
gain and the ability of the average 
family to live off 20 acres farmed 
as vegetables were additional 
reasons given for a transference 
to this system locally. 

The next step, according to 
Belote, is the funding of a 
feasibility study. "If all goes well 
we could see this system into 
operation by 1986. At any rate, 
we absolutely must get ijito 
something else if our farm laiTds 
are to survive." 

The qu^^ion of the necessity 
of preserving local farm lands 
was raised by Gregory Kelley, a 
Norfolk resident, during a^Twriod- 
for questions following Borcher's 
remarks. Kelley pointed out the 
need for self-sufficiency at a time 
when the economy is uncertain 
and a disruption in the trucking 
industry due to national, ns^ural, 
nuclear or other disaster could 
result in the area's devastation. 

The day-long symposium was 
punctuated by a luncheon ad- 
dress given by Governor Charles 
S. Robb. His remarks centered 
on the need for regional 
cooperation to increase growth 
and prosperity in the whole of 
Hampton Roads. He ststted that 
the area "has an ample super- 
structure for increased economic 
development." Among the points 
the Governor Stressed most 
heavily was his belief in the 
necessity for cleaning up 
Chesapeake Bay. He remarked 
that it was vital to the region's 
prosperity and growth.

JANUARY SKY CHARTS: To use 

these sky charts, face either north 
or south and hold the charts directly 
in front of you with the horizon on 
the bottom The charts show the 
brightest stars and planets between 
the horizon and the part of the sky 
directly overhead during the early 
evening hours this month. 

CONSTELLATIONS: Several of 
the brightest stars and constella- 
tidhs till the southern sky this 
month. Sirius, the brightest star in 
the sky and part of the "Big Dog" 
constellation, is found trailing be- 
hind the dominant winter constella- 
tion, Orion, the hunter. The supergi- 
ant star, Betelgeuse (pronounced 
"beetle juice") forms Orion's right 
shoulder and another bright star, 
Rigel, marks the hunter's foot. Oth- 
er bright stars in this area of the sky 
include the red-tinted star Aldeba- 
ran, Procyon — the "little dog" star 
— and Capella. 

Facing north, look for a pair of 
bright stars high overhead in the 
east. These are the Gemini twins, 
Castor and Pollux. The prominent 
star pattern, the Big Dipper is visi- 
ble just above the northern horizon 
standing on the tip of its handle. 

PLANETS: At dusk, the most bril- 
liant object in the evening sky is the 
planet Venus. Venus is moving rap- 
idly through the sky this month, slid- 
ing through Aquarius into Pisces, 
and is visible for nearly four hours 
in the southwestern sky before 
setting. 

Evening stargazers also will be 
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able to see the red planet. Mars, in 
the southwest this month. On Jan. 1, 
Mars is 8 degrees to the east of 
Venus. But, during the month, watch 
Venus slowly overtake Mars, pass- 
ing within 1.5 degrees north of the 
red planet on Jan. 28. 

Look for two planets in the early 
miH-ning sky. Saturn rises about 45 
minutes before the sim and is visible 
in the southeast near the bright star, 
Antares. For the hrst three weeks of 
January, Mercury also appears in 
the predawn sky and can be seen 
close to the horizon to the east of 
Antares. 

CELESTIAL EVENTS: Be on the 
lookout for meteors from the first 
shower of the new year — the Qua- 
drantid Meteor Shower — in the late 



evening artd early morning sky Jan. 
2-3. The best time to observe these 
fast-moving meteors, which oi"igi- 
nate from the northeastern part of 
the constellation, Bootes, is about 
two hours before sunrise on Jan. 3. It 
may, however, be ditKcult to see a 
large number of the Quadrantids 
since the shower occurs near the 
time of an almost full moon. 

Later in the month, look for a 
waxing crescent moon to pass close- 
ly by Venus and Mars in the evening 
sky on Jan. 24.

VIRGINIA BEACH-The 
mayor allowed everyone who 
wished to, to speak-at length-but 
in the end the Virginia Beach City 
Council granted Cox Cable 
Virginia Beach the rate increase it 
had requested, leaving the 
Playboy Channel unscathed. 

In the course of the long 
hearing on the rate increase 
Monday afternoon, speakers, 
mostly church-related, talked of 
illicit sex, rape, pornography, 
child pornography and crime as 
fueled by exposure of Virginia 
Beach citizens to the Playboy 
Channel. 

The speakers in opposition 
wanted Council to refuse the rate 
increase unless Cox agreed tg 
remove Playboy from its of- 
ferings. 

Although nine speakers, 
backed up by dozens more in the 
audience, opposed the increase 
because of the Playboy Channel, 
none of the 13,000 subscribers to 
the Channel were around to 
defend it. 

However, John Barlow, who 
does not subscribe to the channel, 
did defend it. Barlow, a small, 
bearded man wearing a plaid 
flannel shirt and jeans, said that 
man has a free will and capacity 
to choose. He said that removing 
that choice was the most immoral 
thing once could do. Bariow ad- 
ded that he, an agnostic and free 
thinker, was just as offended by 
the church-related program* 
where prayer was traded for 
dollars, robbing people of money 
and dignity. 
Council took two actions. 
The first was the adoption, 
unaninHHisiy, of a resolution 
requesting the Office of the 
Commonwealth's Attorney of 
Virginia Beach and the Federal 
Communications Commission to 
investigate citizens' complaints 
regarding the Playboy Channel

and to procure a judicial deter- 
mination as- to whether or hot the 
channel is obscene by local com- 
munity and constitutional stan- 
dards. 

The second resolution, adop- 
ted by a vote of 8-3, grants the 
rate increase in the basic charge 
from $9.24 a month to $10.50 a 
month. A number of conditions - 
were added to the increase. Dis- 
senting were Councilmen Robert 
Fentress, H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
and Louis R. Jones. An earlier 
motion to defer the increase for 
30 days for more information on 
the figures was defeated by a 7-4 
vote with Fentress, Jennings; 
Jones and Councilwoman 
Meyera Oberndorf in favor. 

Before the emotional hearing 
was over - one speaker was over- 
come by tears - a minister had ac- 
cused Council of hiding behind 
the first resolution passed, to 
which Mayor Harold Heischober 
took exception. Also, Heischober 
had to silence the Reverend John 
Gimenez, pastor of the Rock 
Church, who had shouted from 
the audience that he resented a 
statement by Councilman John 
A. Baum. Baum had said that 
"some of the stuff you pulled 
today is not of the highest moral 
character." Baum also brought 
in the separation of church and 
state and pointed out that chur- 
ches pay no real estate taxes and 
that while some of the church 
organizations with sizeable 
properties pay some taxes, others 
' get a "free ride." 

"Reverend Gimenez," said 
Heischober, "You're out pf or- 
der." 

On another occasion 
Heischober had to remind the 
audience that Roger Price, vice 
president and general manager of 
Cox Cable had not jeered at the 
opposing speakers when they 
spoke. While he was speaker,

Buckling up 



Because 1985 is an election year for the state's 
House of Delegates representatives and because 
this year's session of the General Assembly is a 
short one-45 days versus last year's 60-plus~many 
observers expect this will not be a significant year 
for passage of important legislation in Richh^ond. 

This could prove to be unfortunate for taxpayers 
because there are several issues which are important 
now, such as highway funding, which need to be 
addressed now, not in 1986. 

One such topic legislators should take action on 
immediately is one tackled last year by the state of 
New York. That's enaction of a mandatory seat 
belt law. 

Passage of such a law would save lives. Certain 
studies have concluded that 200 Virginians per year 
would be spared injury or death if a mandatory seat 
belt law was enacted and obeyed. 

Therein, however, lies the rub. How, opponents 
ask, would such a law be enforced? State troopers 
and local police departments have proven to be 
woefully inadequate in curbing the high incidence 
of speeding on the nation's throughfares. Law- 
abiding drivers are greeted with tailgating, cold 
stares and obscene gestures for daring to drive at 55 
miles per hour. The average speed, it seems, is 
around 65 m.p.h. The cops simply can't keep up 
with the crooks. 

The same argument is made against seat belt 
legislation. If police can't stop drivers who are ob- 
viously going too fast, how can they possibly 
deterrfiine if a driver is wearing his belt? By the time 
a cop pulls a driver over, the driver has time to 
buckle up. 

The answer lies with insurance companies. The 
state should put pressure upon insurance com- 
panies doing business in Virginia to offer su^j- 
stantially reduced premium rates to drivers with 
safe records, and to deny altogether coverage to 
drivers discovered to have been in accidents in 
which they weren't wearing their seat belts. 

Perhaps the only group who would not be 
positively affected by a mandatory seat belt law 
would be Virginia's chiropractors. More than 50 
percent of all back and spine injuries occur in 
automobile accidents. And more than 90 percent of 
those could have been prevented if seat belts had 
been worn.

These photo- 
graphers captured the likeness of 
every kind of dog, in every 
imaginable pose, giving the 
viewer a panoramic insight into 
the dog's many roles in our 
culture. 

Pogs appear repeatedly as 
playmate, friend and family 
member-romping in the water 
with a young girl, snuggled bet-

ween two sleeping soldiers, or 
posing with great dignity on a 
plush, gilded chair. Pictures of 
dogs as helpers or workers are 
also well represented, from a line 
of sled dogs running along 'a 
barren snowfleld to a pack of 
hunting dogs splashing across a 
river. 

It is in their less accustomed 
roles, however, that dogs give in- 
sight into how man views them 
and himself. The dog as an 
adornment, for instance, appears 
repeatedly in this collection and 

« offers a striking example of how 
tastes and fashion change. In 
191 1 two tiny terriers, out for a 
stroll are dwarfed by their dark- 
clad mistress, with her long skirt 
and enormous hat. By 1927, three 
sleek and shiny greyhounds are 
taking an equally sleek and shiny 
model for a walk. 1949 brinp a 
humorous Richard Avedon 

I photograph of a Great Dane and 



an elegant model yawning cheer- 
fully at one another. And in 1983 
a tousle-haired model lounges 
with her fluffy dog, both of them 
looking slightly bored by the 
whole situation. All of the dogs 
in these pictures provide either a 
stark contrast or offer almost a 
mirror image of the focus of the 
photograrph, creating a 
fascinating and attention getting 
image. 

It is perhaps the photographs 
of dogs just being dogs which are 
the most compelling. This view is 
well-r?prcsented by two dogs, 
lying on the sidewalk ignoring 
each other as their mistresses 
gossip, or a dog snoozing in a 
backyard with deserted swingset 
and abandoned red wagon visible 
in the background. 

Although some of the 
photographs will bring a smile or 
a chuckle, this is not a "cute" 
book by any means. It's a 
thought-provoking collection 
which can be studied and enjoyed 
at length by dog lovers, 
photography buffs, or anyone in- 
terested in how we've viewed our 
animals and thus ourselves over 
the last 140 years.— Lohman.

Beach sailor likes the challenge

SAN DIEGO-The USS Point 
Loma is not your typical U.S. 
Navy ship, and Bill Feltham is 
not your typical hometown boy 
from Virginia Beach. 

While most 19»l graduates of 
Bayside High School have since 
fallen into step with a daily nine- 
to-five routine, Feltham 's job is 
far from routine, but it is vital to 
the success of the Point Loma's 
mission. 

Although designed to support 
the fleet's front-line combatants, 
the Point Loma now plays an 
essential role in the developmeftt 
of the Navy's most formidable 
weapons system. 

"We are the Trident missile 
tracking ship," said Feltham, 22, 
the son of William and Sylvia 
Feltham of Haygood Road in 
Virgipia Beach. "I provide the 
geographical tracking necessary 
for- the ship to reach and main- 
tain the optimum position to do 
our job." 

As the Pacific Launch Area 
support ship for tHfe Navy's 
Trident missile program, the 
Point Loma ensures safety within 
the designated firing area, while 
providing tracking and telemetry 
for periodic tests aboard the 
Navy's nuclear-povvired ballistic 
missile submarines operating in 
the Pacific.

"The ship's position during 
testing must bf exact," said 
Feltham. "I provide information 
that could prevent hazard to the 
ship. It's very detailed work with 
a lot of figures, a lot to remem- 
ber." 

In 1975, the ship was com- 
missioned the USS Point Loma 
by the Navy after being converted 
to a deep-submergence support 
ship. With her amphibious hull 
configuration and special 
modifications, she is one of a few 
Navy ships capable of transpor- 
ting, launching and recovering 
the Navy's manned and unman- 
ned deep-submergence vehicles - 
small, submarine-like vessels 
used in ocean research. 
. An operations specialist second 
class, Feltham is assigned to a 
four-person division in the 
navigation department. 

"I'm responsible for the 
geographical tracking of the 
submersibles. With this infor- 
mation, I can recommend course 
and position for our ship." 

For Feltham, this is a challenge 
he enjoys." 

"I have to think and take 
responsibility," he explained. 
"Since I have the experience, I'm 
responsible for training people I 
supervise." 

Feltham joined the Navy on a 
delayed-entry program in April 
1981, and reported for boot camp

no cost tv advertising

VIRGINIA BEACH— If you 
have been searching for a way to 
unload that old Chrysler taking 
up space in the drive way, or in 
the market for an old Chrysler, 
Jim Gordon just might be able to 
help you out. He's not in the used 
car business, but he does produce 
a cable television show for those 
who are buying and selling, and 
not just cars. 

Gordon's thirty minute 
program, "T.V. Shoppers 
Guide," airs on Cox Cable four 
nights a week. During each 
program, nearly eighty items are 
shown and described while the 
owner's telephone number ap- 
pears at the bottom of the screen. 
Gordon described his program as 
"A trading post on television. It 
is the only program of its kind in 
the country." 

Gordon began producing and 
airing the program in September 
of 1984. Along with his small 
staff, he travels to the homes of 
private citizens to video tape the 
item for sale, often with the 
owner giving his description of 
the piece as well. Later in the 
week, after the taping is com- 
plete, Gordon edits and records 
the program. A single episode of. 
the show will appear Monday 
through Thursday nights. 
Though Gordon is not par- 



ticular about what items his clien- 
ts wish to sell, he remarked that 
large items such as cars, boats, 
and apartments for rent seem to 
enjoy the highest rate of success. 

What is truly remarkable 
about Gordon's program is the 
cost to the private advertiser. 
Twenty seconds for four nights in 
living color for free. 

Gordon never charges his 
private advertisers. "I am here to 
provide a service to them," he 
remarked. But Gordon is not 
losing his shirt on this deal either. 
Costs for production oi the 
program are raised through paid 
advertising, and listings of real 
estate for sale, unlike those of 
real estate for rent, are paid. 

Paid advertising though 
amounts to only eight minutes of 
air time on a thirty minute show. 

Like Gordon, the show has a 
low pressure, low hype, guy-next- 
door attitude. Items are shown 
and described in a straight for- 
ward manner. "We are helping 
the seller get rid of an unwanted 
item, and the buyer gets to see 
what is being offered before he 
wastes his time and money 
chasing after something he 
doesn't want anyway."

Stipulations recommended by 
City Manager Thomas H.

In the resolution concerning 
Playboy Channel, the city notes 
that Council has been advised by 
the office of the city attorney that 
Federal legislation and case law 
preclude the localities from 
regulating program content of 
cable television transmissions 
' unless such content is not protec- 
ted by (he First Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution. 

The resolution also states that 
obscenity as defined by local 
community and constitutional 
standards is not protected by the 
First Amendment of the U.S.

The resolution also states that 
removing the channel prior to a 
judicial determination that the 
Playboy Channel is obscene by 
local community and con- 
stitutional standards would be 
an unauthorized regulation of 
program content and in violation 
of Federal regulations and case 
law, and would amount to prior 
restraint in violation of the First 
Amendment.

The 203rd Civil Engineering 
Flight, passed its initial federal 
inspection on January 26. The in- 
spection results were forwarded 
to Washington, D.C. where the 
Air Force is expected to grant cer- 
tification - known as federal 
recognition - to the Virginia 
Beach unit within several weeks. 

The weekend also marked 
the Tirst training session for the 
unit, which is located at Camp 

^Pendleton on the State Military 
Reservation. Fifty airmen and of- 
ficers answered the unit's first 
Saturday morning roll call, and 
within 30 minutes were at work 
renovating six pre-World War II 
buildings. The buildings will ser- 



ve as temporary housing for the 
unit until the first phase of a $3 
million federally-funded con- 
struction project begins in 1987 
On permanant facilities. The 
renovated buildings will then be 
turned b^ck to the Virginia Army 
National Guard from whom the 
Air Force is leasing. 

As required for the federal in- 
spection, the 50 men present over 
the weekend made up over 20 
percent of the 203rd's authorized 
strength. Recruiters now have 18 
months in which to enlist aiiother 
57 men to raise strength to 50 
percent as required for a combat 
rating. By law, women can not 
sign up with the unit due to its 
combat mission. Total manning 



for the unit will eventually stand 
at 215. . 

The Air Force announced the 
formation of the 203rd in 
February 1984. Known as a "Red 
Horse" unit, the 203rd's mission 
is to provide a highly mobile, 
rapidly de()Ioyable «ivil 
engineering response force that is 
self-sufficient for a limited period 
of time. 

Unit members from Virginia 
Beach include: Michael A. Mc- 
Carthy, M. T. Harrell, David 
Underhill, Edward F. Myers, Jr., 
John A. Schaech, Donald L.

VIRGINIA BEACH— The city 
of Virginia Beach has submitted 
seven road projects for future 
construction by the Virginia 
Department of Highways and 
Transportation. 

The list was prepared at the 
request of Jim Skeens, State ur- 
ban engineer for additional road 
projects which would cost from 
$17 to $20 million. According to 
C. Oral Lambert, Publie^orks 
director, the projects will be 
greatly needed within five to eight 
years. 

The projects, which total $56 
million are: 

•Rudee Inlet Bridge. $8 
million. 

•Oceana Boulevard, a four- 
lane divided highway from First 
Colonial Road to General Booth 
Boulevard, $1 1 .3 million. 

•Dam Neck Road - Phase I, a 
four-lane divided highway from 
Holland Rpad to General Booth 
Boulevard, $9.3 million. 

•Independenee B©«levard ^ 
Phase IV, a six-lane divided 
highway from Jeanne Street to 
Ha y g ood Ro ad, $ 5.6 million. 

•Ferrell Parkway - Phase IV - a 
four-lane divided highway from 
Landstown Road to General 
Booth Boulevard, $1 1 million. 

•Indian River Road - Phase 
III, a four-land divided highway 
from Ferrell Parkway to Elbow 
Road, $6 million. 

•Northampton Boulevard - 



Phase II, a six-lane divided high- 
way from Diamond Springs Road 
to Pleasure House Road, $4.9 
million. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley asked whether the projec- 
ts could be shuffled around if 
Congress reduces revenue sharing 
funds. Higher priority road 
projects included in the Capital 
Improvement Plan (CIP) arc 
dependent on revenue sharing 
funds, she pointed out. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck said that the budget 
does include SSVi million a year 
for highway improvements from 
revenue sharing funds. He said 
that the city will know by Sep- 
tember 30 the fate of the revenue 
sharing funds in time to make 
changes in the next CIP. 

Vice Mayor Reba McClanan 
also said that she would like to 
see London Bridge Road in the 
CIP. 

Mayor Harold Heischober 
agreed that Council has just 
about ^ajmmitt^^itselL to im- 
proving London Bridge Road. 
Recent rezonings along the 
corridor have elicited oppositioiL. 
from residents because of the 
inadequacy of the highway. 

Councilman Dr. J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. s«d that Council might 
consider redesignating to other 
projects some of the state funds 
allocated for the further im- 
provement of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard.

Ten typical investment needs

Last wettr we initiated our 
column with a preliminary 
' discussion of investment circum- 
'^ stances. We shall continue. 

All investments have different 
characteristics, which may or 
jnay not make them suitable for 
you. Some typical investment ob- 
jectives or needs are: 

•Liquidity. An investment is 
.liquid when it can" be'coDvwted 
into cash quickjy.^Bveryoiie 
jieeds a certain amount of liquid 
assets to meet potential 
emergenices and to take advan- 
tage of investment opportunities. 
Good examples would be money 
market funds and certificates of 
deposit. 

•Diverisfication. This is a well 
.established way of reducing risk. 
It requires spreading your in- 
vestable funds among several 
^market areas and among several 
specific investments within each 
^arket area. 

•Security. Security can refer to 
either income or principal or 
both. Security of income 
measures the likelihood that the 
anticipated income from an in- 
vestment will continue to be paid 
in the amount and at the time ex- 
pected. Security of principal 
measures the probability that the 
jprincipal value of the investment 



will be available to the investor 
when the investment matures. 

•Professional management. 
When you invest in a 
t)rofessionaily managed invest- 
ment portfolio, you rely in part 
on the expertise of a trained and 
experienced investment advisor 
to select and manage the specific 
investments within your por- 
tfolio. Pro^siopal management 
may be api^opriate when you do 
not have the tim|X)r experience to 
irfflif^ your own investments. 

•High Yields. This refers to in- 
vestments that produce the 
highest rates or returns calculated 
on a before-tax basis. They may 
or may not also generate a high 
cash flow over the life of the in- 
vestment. For example, a 30-year 
U.S. Treasury Bond and a zero 
coupon corporate bond may both 
have high yields of 12.5 percent. 
However, the treasury bond 
would generate and income 
stream during its life while the 
zero coupon bond would pay 
nothing until maturity. 

•Growth or Appreciation. 
These terms refer to increases in 
the market value of an invest- 
ment due to changing market 
conditions, inflation, and suc- 
cessful operation of the un- 
derlying venture represented by 
the investment, such as a cor- 



poration or partnership. A cer- 
tain amount of assets having the 
potential to appreciate are 
necessary to protect against the 
effects of inflation. 

•Tax-free Income. This is in- 
come that would normally be 
taxable, but which is "sheltered" 
from tax by certain "paper" 
deductions such as depreciation, 
depletion, aiid amortizations." 

•Tax Write-offs. This refers to 
tax deductible losses offered by 
investments that are normally 
called tax shelters. The invest- 
ment generates tax deductions in 
excess of its income, which can be 
used to offset other sources of 
regular taxable income. Invest- 
ments that generate tax write-offs 
are generally appropriate only for 
individuals in high tax brackets 
(over 40 percent). 

•Speculation. This represents a 
very aggressive investment 
philosophy. Basically you are 
willing to risk completely losing 
your investment principal in or- 
der to achieve very high potential 
rates of return. This is an ap- 
propriate investment objective 
only for those investors who can 
afford to lose their entire invest- 
ment without overly com- 
promising their financial 
position.

FEBRUARY SKY CHARTS: To 

use- these ;sky charts, face eith.r 
florth or south artd hold the charts 
directly in front of you with the 
horizon on the bottom The charts 
show the brightest stars and planets 
between the horizon and the part of 
the sky directly overhead during the 
early evening hours this month. 

CONSTELLATIONS: February is 
the best time of the J'ear to view 
winter's brilliant stars visible in the 
south and overhead. It shouldn't be 
difficult to hnd Orion, the bri|htest 
of all star groups. Known as the 
hunter from Greek mythology, Ori- 
on IS . ^asily recognizable by his 
hour-glass hgure and the line of 
three stars that mark his beltSiic 
bright stars, from hve different con- 
stellations, encircle Orion. At the 
base starting in the southeast is Siri- 
us, the "big dog " star, followed by 
Procyon, the "little dog" star. Mov- 
ing northward, the star pair in Gem- 
ini, Castor and Pollux, are visible. 
Capella, found high overhead, and 
thr red-tinted star, Aldebaran, 
which marks the "blood-shot" eye of 
Taurus the bull, complete the 
pattern. 

Facing north, look for the upside- 
down W-shaped figure of Cassiope- 
ia. This pattern of five stars is open- 
ing towards the east and the North 
Star, Polaris; Also visible in the 
northeast is^he familiar shape of 
the Big Dipper standing on the tip of 
its handle. 

PLANETS: The brightest object 
in the evening sky this month is the

planet Venus. Venus is visible high 
in the southwest after sunset and 
becomes its brightest on February 
26. 

Mars is keeping company with 
Venus in the southwest, and can be 
distinguished from other bright 
stars by its reddish color. As the^o 
planets move through the sky, look 
for Venus to closely pass by Mars on 
the 8th and 15th. 

Early risers may have an oppor- 
tunity to see the planet Jupiter, the 
brightest object in the pre-dawn 
sky, just above the southeastern ho- 
rizon. Saturn, which rises six hours 
before the sun. is also on view, ap- 
pearing low in the south. 

CELESTIAL EVENTS: The moon 



will closely pass by all four of the 
visible planets this month, provid- 
ing interesting views in the «vening 
and early morning sky. On Febru- 
ary 12, watch for a last quarter 
moon to pass within 3° of Saturn in 
the pre-dawn sky. On the morning of 
February 17, a waning crescent 
moon will pass 4° south of Jupiter. 
Later in the month, on February 23, 
look for a waxing crescent moon to 
pass within 8° of Venus and 3° of 
Mars.

^ RICHMOND— Motor vehicle 
crashes in Virginia during 1984 
claimed the lives of 1,014 per- 
sons, including 160 pedestrians, 
according to the Department of 
State Police. 

The number pf highway 
fatalities for 1984 is the highest 
for any of the past four years and 
114 more than 1983; however, 
along with 1979 which had a like 
number of deaths, 1984 still 
represents the fourth lowest year 
in highway fatalities since 1%3 
when 989 persons lost their lives. 
The three lowest years since 1%3 
occurred in 1981, l.Ollnieaths; 
1982, 881 deaths; and, 1^3, 900 
deaths.

The 160 pedestrian deaths in 
1984 are also the most in any of 
the past four years. In 1981, 158 
pedestrians were killed; in 1982, 
136; and, in 1983, 133, the lowest 
since the Department began 
recording this statistic in 1934. 

"Although the 1,014 deaths 
recorded in 1984 are in line with 
the average yearly figure for the 
past 10 years," said Colonel R. 
L. Suthard, "it is disappointing 
that Virginia could not maintain 
the unusually low fatality figures 
posted in 1982 and 1983. Ap- 
proximately one third of the 
overall increase in fatalities was 
due to a 20 percent rise in 
pedestrian deaths."

housing units in the Foxfire sub- 
division until Jan. 1, 1986

VIRGINIA BEACH-March 
26 is the date set for the city's 
largest ever bond referendum. 

City Council Monday after- 
Iioon voted unanimously on the 
date on which the fate of the 
$122.8 million bond issue will be 
decided. Council also voted 
to spend $75,000 to explain the 
issue to the public. 

A steering committee of 1 1 of- 
ficials and prominent residents 
will be appointed by Council to 
promote the issue. 

The ballot will carry the issue 
in four separate questions--$36.5 
million for road and highway im- 
provements; $50 million in water 
and sewer projects; $30.3 million 
in school projects, and $6 million 
to expand the city jail.

If the referendum is successful, 
the real estate tax rate may in- 
crease $13.7 percent over the next 
five years to pay off the interest 
on the borrowing. 

The March 26 date is in line 
with the projection in the Capital 
Improvement Budget to have the 
referendum in the first quarter of 
the year. 

Some controversy had arisen 
on the date for.,Jthe referendum. 
Council did not want it scheduled 
during the May 1984 Coun- 
cilmanic election, the November 
6 general election or during the 
summer months, when too many 
voters might be on vacation. 

Controversy had also arisen 
whert Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley had suggested that the 
bread-and-butter projects, such 
as those on the referendum.

VIRGINIA BEACH— For the 
first time, the city of Virginia 
Beach and the Virginia Beach 
School Board are making a joint 
effort to analyze health care 
benefits for employees. 

Last week, questionnaires were 
distributed to evaluate current 
health plan benefits. The 
questionnaires were distributed 
to all 10,000 City and School 
Board employees who arc eligible 
for health care coverage, whether 
or not they currently use the ser- 
vice. 

Both the City Council and the 
School Board have appointed 
Johnson & Higgins of Virginia, 
Inc., Richmond, as consultants 
regarding the health care plan.

City Council and the School 
Board will use the results of the 
surveys to determine whether 
they will renew the contracts with 
their respective health care 
carriers in FY 1986. The city and 
School Board hope to offer em- 
ployees a choice in the selection 
of medical feajffiu through the 
choice of various medical plans 
or through alternative dehvery 
systems such as Health Main- 
tenance Organizations (HMO) 
and Preferred Provider 
Organizations (PPO). 

Results of the survey are expec- 
ted in February.

Manager Thomas H. Muehlen- 
beck's number one goal in 1985 is 
to improve the delivery of city 
services to the citizens of Virginia 
Beach.

In particular, Muehlenbeck 
wants to provide the council with 
pertinent information on a 
proposed bond referendum slated 
for the first quarter of 1985 that 
■ will provide funding for schools, 
more roads and a new wing to the 
city jail. 

High on his list is to continue 
to build upon the excellent rap- 
port Virginia Beach's citizens en- 
joy with the Army, Navy and 
National <}«ard commands 
located in the city. 

"We're very blessed in having 
their presence here. We share the 
same objectives and needs and we 
want to improve on that for 
1985." 

Whtr. asked what was the 



"problem at the tUsort" that was 
alluded to in a recent newspaper 
editorial, Muehlenbeck said he 
thought it concerned Atlantic 
Avenue's image. 

"We need to look at it and see 
if that's the image we want to 
continue to project to tourists 
and our own citizens," he said, 
"who visit, work and live in that 
area." 

— ~ Atlantic Avenue is an impor- 
tant item for 1985, said 
Muehlenbeck, but he says the city 
has to look at the whole resort, 
all the way west to the Pavilion. 

"In 1985 we will continue to 
book trade shows and conven- 
tions at the Pavilion which will 



benefit the tourist portions of our 
economy." 

The Pavilion may also become 
the site of an east-west technical 
and cultural exchange this fall. 

Last December A. James 
DeBellis, director of economic 
development, began negotiations 
with officials of Hunan Province 
to stage an exhibition of Chinese 
industrial products at the 
Pavilion, 

According to Muehlenbeck, an 
important goal for 1985 is to con- 
tinue to diversify the city's 
economic base and doing 
business with China would 
enhance that goal. 

"I think China is a whole new 
area opening up. We want to be 
on the leading edge of that op- 
portunity." 

Getting around Virginia Beach 
for TRT riders may become more 
difficult in 1985. Muehlenbeck 
said last year's cutbacks in service 
may occur again this year if bus 
use continues to decline. 

Yet, the public service sector 
must continue to expand to keep 
pace with the rapidly growing 
resort, said Muehlenb^k. 

"In the next five years, five 
new fire stations will be built.

Abortion-clinic 
bombing a threat 

The bombing of abortion clinics is an example of 
what can happen when passion and violence replace 
reason and civility. 

Some anti-abortion leaders have denounced the 
violence. As the Rev. Jerry Falwell put it; "I do 
believe this is terrorism and I do believe these 
people are not only terrorists, they're criminals." 
State Sen. Bernice Labedz, a Nebraska anti-abor- 
tion activist, has also criticized violent attacks on 
abortion facilities. 

Society cannot permit people to appoint them- 
selves as avengers for what they perceive is a 
righteous cause. No motive justifies such violence 
and danger to property. 

Pro-life and pro-choice activists sometimes use 
rhetoric that tends to dehumanize their opponents. 
Sometimes differences of opinion are interpreted as 
evidence of moral shortcomings. 

Such attitudes can contribute to an atmosphere 
that encourages violence. 

But violence is not an acceptable tactic. Bom- 
bings of abortion clinics are simply an attempt by 
individuals to put themselves above the law. In 
doing so, they hurt the cause they purport to 
represent. 

Legalizing dreams 

In what is becoming an annual rite of spring (or 
late winter, depending upon how long the session 
lasts) the state's legislators will again be asked this 
year to decide whether this commonwealth should 
be in the business of sponsoring lotteries. 

The opponents, and they're a vociferous lot, 
have long been in strong evidence, citing what they 
feel are compelling arguments. Primary amongst 
them is the notion that Virginia is a God fearing 
land, and that the Lord would not look favorably 

upon state-sponsored gambling. Instead, they 
reason. He smiles upon state-sponsored bingo 
games at churches, chapels and synagogues 
throughout Virginia. 

Lottery opponents' other strong suit is that the 
game induces poor people to squander their money. 
This may be so. But, poor people and rich people 
and those in between all squander their money. Bet- 
ter, say we, that the money be squandered on the 
generation of much-needed public service funds. 
And, a lottery at least offers some hope. When was 
the last time a bottle of Ripple or a corner crap 
game paid off a million bucks? 

Another factor to consider is this: Virginians 
already participate regularly in lotteries. Residents 
in the Northern Virginia who commute to work to 
Washington have the opportunity to participate in 
the daily Lotto gama^sponsored by the District of 
Columbia. And many a Virginia tourist has been 
known to plunk down his dollars on the New Jersey 
Lottery game while on weekend visits to Atlantic 
City. 

The underlying fear, we believe, is that lotteries 
will somehow lead to horseracing, organized crime 
and various and sundry graft and corruption, 
Virginians obviously do not want that. But the 
evidence suggests nothing of the sort. The only 
thing lotteries lead to, as far as we can see, is good, 
clean fun. 

Virginia's legislators should take a gamble on 
lotteries. The game would give the state another 
source of much needed revenue and it would give 
Virginia's uncounted Walter Mittys something 
about which to dream. In all ways, lotteries do pay 
off.-M.G.

The fact is that veterans' disability compen- 
sation is paid at a rate that reflects a basic level of 
a veteran's economic loss as a result of his or her 
condition suffered in military service. 

For example, a Korean War veteran who was 
stabbed in the eye by a Chinese bayonet is paid 
about $230 a month in Veterans Administration 
(VA) benefits for his subsequent blindness. If a 
private citizen lost his sight through an industrial 
accident, chances are he would receive millions 
more in compensation awarded in the courts.

So I began a series of inter- 
views with some of the guys who 
had fought club fights in the 20s 
and 30s, and began to piece 
together the 50-year overview 
that was published as Fight Town 
in the November '77 issue.

During the period when I was 
doing my research, promoters 
began to book cards into the

fs. 

There I would sit at ringside, 
Botepad m hand, waiting for 
something to happen besides the 
leggy doll slithering in anjl out of 
the ropes carrying a card 
denoting the round.

But more of- 
ten they would to a roundhouse 
chorus of boos. 

Not all of the kids in the ring 
werestumblebums, of course.

One night Heavyweight Ernie 
Shavers showed up to box an 
exhibition preliminary. This was 
shortly after Shavers had lost 
what many thought was a bad 
call decision to Muhammad AH 
in a title bout. I had watched that 
fight on TV, and now went to 
Shavers' dressing room not 
knowing what to expect. 

The man was big as a house, 
and tough, you bet! Hadn't k^^ 
seen him batter the cRamp round 
after round? I tareaded my way 
through the youngsters whose 
trainers Were wrapping their han- 
ds for the next pout, past the slim 
athletes JuT^ipihg rope, until I 
came upon something 1 at first 
took to be a small mountain, but 
which, upon closer examination, 
turned out to be the contender. 

We talked for a bit, posed for 
pictures and went back out front 
to do our jobs; he to bash his 
sparring partner around for a 
while, and me to turn those pun- 
ches into glowing prose. I was 
struck at how softspoken and 
gracious the man was. 

After the Shavers exhibition, 
the main event of the night 
proceeded, a heavyweight match 
between two great, huge men who 
couldn't box anymore than my 
Aunt Tiyie.

Where do Virginians go on Vacation? 



RICHMOND-Virginians find 
Virginia desirable as a vacation 
destination, but they vacation 
elsewhere, according to a 
statewide survey prepared for the 
■* Virginia Travel Council. 

In 1983, approximately one in 
eight vacations were spent in 
Virginia, according to the 
results of the telephone survey 
conducted for the Travel Council 
by Virginia Commonwealth 
University. 

Adults from 615 randomly 
selected households throughout 
the state were interviewed during 
August and September of this 
year to determine the vacation 
patterns and opinions of 
Virginians. 

Only 10.1 percent of those sur- 
veyed said they consider Virginia 



"Less desirable" than other 
states as a vacation destination, 
yet 88 percent vacationed 
elsewhere in 1983. 

In fact, 41.8 percent consider 
Virginia more desirable than 
other states and 46.2 percent rate 
it "about the same" as other 
states as a vacation destination. 

But most 1983 vacations, 55.5 
percent , were taken to states out- 
side the Mid-Atlantic region, in 
other words, states not con- 
tiguous to Virginia. One fourth 
of the 1983 vacations were to 
states contiguous to Virginia and 
about seven percent were to 
other countries. Only 12.1 per- 
cent, or approximately one in 
eight vacations, were taken In the 
state.

And where would Virginians 
most like to go for their Virginia 
vacaUon? Virginia Beach, 
Williamsburg and the Blue Ridge 
Mountains were mentioned most 
frequently. Virginia Beach 
headed the list with 190 responses 
or 30.9 percent. Respondents 
were asked to name only one 
location. 

When asked to name Virginia's 
"most outstanding*V vacation at- 
tractions, Williamsburg received 
the most votes, with 224, 
followed by 199 for Virginia 
Beach. Busch Gardens, the Blue 
Ridge Mountains and King's 
Dominion were next. Responden- 
ts were allowed to name up to 
five attractions, but the average 
number mentioned was just over 
two per respondent. 



The survey also sought i.o ob- 
tain information about the 
characteristics of vacations. 
More than half of all vacations, 
52.6 perceni, are taken in June, 
July and August. May is the four- 
th most common month for 
vacation, with 9.6 percent. 

Predictably, February is the 
least popular month for a 
vacation, followed by January 
and March. 

By far the most popular mode 
of transportation for Virginia 
vacationers is the private 
automobile, with more than three 
fourths, 78.2 percent, reporting 
use of their personal car for 
vacations. One out of six 
vacations are taken by air, the 
second most common mode. 



Where do people stay when 
they reach their vacation 
destination? Responses were 
almost evenly divided between 
hotels/motels and private homes, 
with 41.8 percent staying in 
hotels/motels and 40.6 percent in 
private homes. Eight perti^nt 
reported staying in tourist homes 
and less than one in 20, 4.5 per- 
cent, stayed at campsites. 

The survey was prepared for 
the Virginia Travel Council by 
Dr. Ralph S. Hambrick, Jr. and 
Dr. Daniel M. Johnson of the 
VCU faculty. The Travel Council 
is a statewide private, non-profit 
organization with a goal of 
building Virginia's economy 
through increased travel to arid 
in Virginia.

VIRGINIA BEACH— Is the 
following statement true or false? 
The primary motive for rape is 
sexual.

Studies show that the primary 
motives for rape are anger, 
hostility and low self-esteetn, but 
not sexual desire. In fact, most 
rapists have their own sexual par- 
tners. 

There were 80,000 reported 
rapes in the U.S. last year, but 
the accurate figure is probably 10 
times that amount. 

One of the best ways to prevent 
rape is to learn more about this 
sensitive topic.

Since the rezoning application 
for the property was approved 
last August, the city has deter- 
mined that a 90-foot easement 
will be adequate. 

Council, by a vote ©f 6-4, ap- 
proved the change. Voting again- 
st the change were Council- 
woman Barbara Henley, Coun- 
cilman Robert G. Jones, Vice 
Mayor Reba McClanan and 
Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf. Councilman Louis R. 
Jones was absent. 

Henley said that she was con- 
cerned about the density in the 
area and its effect on Back Bay. 
She said that drainage policies 
need to consider the impact on 
the Bay. 

City engineer Donald True- 
blood said that the project has 
been redesigned so that there will 
be less runoff than befqre. 

McClanan said that she had 
not voted for the rezoning and 
was not comfortable with what 
was being done in this area.

One, House Bill No. 1769 is in- 
tended to help eight homeowners 
in the 3500 block of the ocean- 
front at Sandbridge try to save 
their homes from the ocean. 

The other involves the sub- 
stitution of the Atlantic Public 
Beach Erosion Commission for 
the Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission, expanding the 
scope of its powers. 

Council members were ap- 
parently annoyed that they had to 
consider such complex issues on 
such short notice. The items were 
added to the regular Monday 
evei^ng agenda.

Sandbridge residents appealed 
to Council to support the Sand- 
bridge legislation. However, they 
agreed that the language should 
be changed so that the recom- 
mendations for the Coastal 
Primary Sand Dune Protection 
Act would apply ©nly to Sand- 
bridge.

RICHMOND-A proposal by 
Del. Robert Tata, R-Va. Beach, 
to allow the school board df 
Virginia Beach to conduct a 
program of non-school hour ac- 
tivities for school-age children 
was unanimously reported out of 
a House standing committee 
today. 

After the session, Del. J. W. 
"Billy" O'Brien Jr., D-Virginia 
Beach, indicated that if the bill is 
voted favorably by the full House 
and Senate, he will propose fur- 
ther legislation to help expedite 
the process.

Robinson, Jr., D-Norfolk, that 
would permit teachers access to a 
list of witnesses against them in 
such a hearing. 

Tata's bill, which includes public 
school pupils between the ages 
of five to 13, will enable children 



who live in one- or two-parent 
working homes to stay on school 
grounds before and after regular 
hours until someone is at home to 
be with them. 

According to Tata, there are 
over six million children nation- 
wide and 60 thousand in Virginia 
Beach who are forced to be home 
alone after school because of 
working parents. Citing research 
conducted on school-age children 
with working parents, Tata said 
such isolation causes children to 
"face loneliness and boredom, 
become fearful" and to depend 
solely on television for entertain- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, he said, the small 
number of cities, including Fair- 
fax, Virginia, which implement 
such a program have reported 
that it "raises academic levels 
and improves conduct and at- 
titude" in children. Education • 
Committee chairperson Dorothy 
S. McDiarmid, D-Fairfax, in- 
dicated that the plan has been a 
success in her city. 

Another benefit, according to 
Tata, is that the program will not

University in a 
junior high school 

After a year and a half — and a bookshelf's wor- 
th — of gloom and doom about the state of 



American public education, the story of Walter 
Reed Junior High School's astonishing success is 
good news. A special program in that public 
school, located in a decidedly middle-class section 
of Los Angeles, is turning out certifiable prodigies. 

Last year, according to a recent Los Angeles 
Times story, 24 eighth- and ninth-grade students at 
Reed took and passed the demanding College 
Board advanced-placement examinations. The 
students' are doing sophomore-level work — 
sophomore-level university work, that is — at the 
ripe old age of 14 and 15. No other junior high, 
whether a suburban public school or a private 
academy, comes close to matching that record. 

This is a very special program, not an elixir for 
the ills of American education. Its students — 50 
enter the three-year program each year — are selec- 
ted on the basis of IQ scores and teacher recom- 
mendations; they have to spend several hours a 
night on intellectually challenging homework. And 
the three teachers who have taught the core courses 
in this program since its inception in 1970 combine 
a deep knowledge of their subjects — the math and 
science teacher, for instance, is an MIT graduate — 
with a passion for what they teach and a commit- 
ment to hard intellectual work. "We stress good 
work habits, and study skills, " the program coor- 
dinator, Paul Mertens, reports, "lots of writing 
and reading from original sources." 

Walter Reed Junidr High School deserves the 
publicity that its special program is now getting. 
It's a beacon school, a reminder that talented and 
motivated students, brought together with talented 
and committed teachers, can do remarkable work. 
"Ten years ago," Mertens notes, "it was ab- 
solutely unheard of for junior high students to pass 
an advance placement test." It isn't the students 
who have changed — ^ just "the level (of work) we 
expect of them." 

Reed is too special to serve as a mc^el for other 
junior high schools hoping to turn out budding 
geniuses. But what can be learned from the Reed 
example — as well as from other stories that sur- 
face now and again of dedicated and smart teachers * 
able to instill a sense of learning as an excitement — * 
is that students will work harder, push themselves 
more, whatever their natural abilities, if their men- 
tors demand more — and know what to demand. 
"If you present a good program and the right at- 
mosphere, the students work up to it," says Mer- 
tens. It's only because this familiar point kwps 
being forgotten, in discussions of fancy cures for 
the schools, that it needs to be reiterated.

Purpose of the annual promotion, with dif- 
ferent dates each year, is to get people to read 
more. More books, more magazines and more 
newspapers. 

But some libraries display the same periodicals 
indeflnitely. 

For example, four, maybe five National Library 
weeks have come and gone at the Chesapeake 
h e adquarters li b r ary and th er e it sits, yea r 
year, the July 30, 1980 issue of Review of the 
News. 

Review of the News is a weekly-or was in July 
1980~alld"it capsuled news of the previous week, 
so there seems to be little point in keeping it on the 
shelves, even if the subscription has expired. 

There must be at least one worker in the 
Chesapeake library with enough initiative test,ep 
up to the shelves, grasp the July 30, 1980 issue of 
Review of the News, toss it into the can and 
bravely replace it with something~anything-a lit- 
tle more current. 

That issue of Review of the News is hardly a 
rarity and treating it like the Magna Carta and the 
Declaration of Independence is a bit indulgent. 

A cursory examination of the Chesapeake 
library last week showed these magazines still on 
display in the current racks: 

May 1984 American Education, October 1984 
American Baby, April 1984 Arizona Highways, 
Summer 1984 Brookings Report, November/Dec- 
ember 1982 Aware, November 1984 Audubon, 
December 1982 The Bridge, October 1984

The inclination to display old magazines, 
however, is not peculiar to Chesapeake. On the 
business and technology shelves in the Norfolk 
main library are these out-of-date publications:

Education, August/September 1984 Aging and 
April/May 1984 National Wildlife. 

The best policed shelves are at the Portsmouth 
main library which last week contained only four 
out-of-date publications: October 1984 Unesco 
Courier, April 1983 Water Spectrum, 
July/ August/September 1983 Negro History 
Bulletin and September /October 1984 The Center 
Magazine. 

Area librarians may like to consider filing or 
throwing otit all weeklies after two weeks, all 
monthlies after two months, all quarterlies after 
six months and all annuals after two years. 

And in Chesapeake, an ideal National Library 
Week observance would be the bronzing and 
mounting on the wall the July 30, 1980 issue of 
Review of the News for future generations to con- 
template.

Can a key person's health affect history? 



The recent lack of appearance 
of Soviet Premier Chernenko 
suggests to the Western news 
media that he may be ill. The 
health of history-makers has 
always been a preoccupation 
during their lifetimes and often 
an obsession after their deaths. 
Who hasn't heard stories that it 
was disease that made it so dif- 
ficult for Henry VIII to get him- 
self an heir? The question of 
whether Napoleon was poisoned 
has recently surfaced again. Arno 
Karlen calls the investigation of 
these th^jries "biohistory" in his 
new book Napoleon 's Glands 
and Other Ventures in 
Biohistory. 

Karlen is more interested in 
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Napoleon's general health than in 
the manner of his death and of- 
fers the suggestion that he may 
have picked up a nasty little 
parasite called bilharzia while 
campaigning in Egypt. It would 
account for most of Napoleon's 
symptoms including those that 
made him so sick at the battle of 
Waterloo. That, of course, is the 
real question. Can a microscopic 
parasite change the course of 
history if it infects the right per- 
son? 

Supposing an individual's 
illness can affect history, can it 
produce great art? Karlen looks 



at the painter Goya whose early 
works were nice though hot 
unusual, but whose later etchings 
are a horrific condemnation of 
human cruelty and the horrors of 
war. Many theories have been 
suggested for this change. Karlen 
favors lead poisoning from Goya's 
paints and the permanent deaf- 
ness which lead poisoning has 
been known to cause. 

Edgar Allan Poe has been 
another favorite of those who 
speculate on the ills of the 
famous. Karlen says, "Their suc- 
cessive diagnoses prnent a cap- 
sule history of social attitudes 
and scientific fashions over a cea- 
tury^and a half." Karlen suspects 
a genetic conditipn called alcohol 
dehydrogenase deficiency. He 
cautions, however, that "since so 
many people have immersed

Robertson addresses 
marketing execs

VIRGINIA BEACH— The

son's economic forecast.

Carter, geheral manager of 
Kroger Properties Inc., with their 
"Top Management Award" for 
his "* contributions in civic, 
business and conimunity ac- 
tivities. 

Robertson, president of the 
Christian Broadcasting Network 
presented an "Economic 
Forecast" to Tidewater's top 
sales and marketing executives. 

Roberton's forecast was both 
sobering for the coming years but 
moderately optimistic for 1985. 

He predicted a future filled 
with economic dangers if in- 
dividuals and nations fail to con- 
trol their debts and deficits. 

If the United States fails to 
deal with the deficit, and the 
highly vulnerable debt burden 
structure isn't shored up, a crash 
is likely, according to Robertson. 

"People must pay off their 
debts or the banks will foreclose 



even more this year than they did 
in 1985," he said. 

As for the coming year, Rober- 
tson "sees clouds all around us, 
no crash, but a credit squeeze in 
the spring or the summer." 

Robertson, who allowed that 
making predictions are chancy, 
said interest rates will drop, 
banks will continue to fail in the 
agriculture section, the GNP will 
grow about 3 percent, and no fur- 
ther governmental saves of 
"Continental" banks will occur 
in 1985. 

His solutions to stave off 
financial disaster? "Exercise 
caution: Put your money in 
government bonds, avoid 
speculating in gold, silver and an- 
tiques, and stay out of debt." 

When asked about CBN's 
financial status, Robertson said it 
didn't matter how the economy 
goes, the network stays in good 
shape because it pays cash for 
everything. 

"We have a new' $13 million 
building and it's paid for," he 
said. "CBN follows the law of 
reciprocity. 

"The Lord gives as much as he 
receives," said Robertson. "CBN 
gave $30 million in goods and 
services to 5 million people in 
1984," Robertson concluded.

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley, who represents the 
Pungo Borough in which Sand- 
bridge is located and has been 
meeting with the residents, ap- 
parently had a hard time 
wrestling with the decision. On 
the one hand were the residents 
threatened with the loss of $2 
million in real estate and on the 
other, concerns for the broader 
repercussions .. of the bill, 
especially in its present form. 

After Council approved both 
resolutions to kill the legislation 
and after the Sandbridge residen- 
ts left, Henley said she knew the 
Sandbridge rkesidents "left'here 
angrily, primarily with me. I 
know they have a desperate 
situation." 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf said that she learned from 
a session of the recent Coastal 
Cities Conference that if 
bulkheading wds put up, it would 
have to be a master bulkhead, 
like the Virginia Beach boar- 
dwalk. 

Jack Whitney, of the planning 
staff, said that "you can't have 
effective management of the 
shorelines on a lot-by-lot basis." 
The bulkheads, according to the 
Sandbridge residents, would be 
put up by the residents on a lot- 
by-lot basis at their cost. 

Whitney said that erosion is 
not exclusive to Sandbridge but is 
a problem on the Bay and at 
Croatan.. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that people on the ocean- 
front think that engineering can 
correct any situation. Usually, he 
said it makes it worse for ad- 
joining property owners. 

He said he was sympathetic to 
the plight of the residents but "a 
little strip of property is being 



subsidized by all other taxpayers 
through flood insurance 
(premiums)." He said one per- 
son's property would be saved by 
destroying another person's 
property. 

Jennings said the conditions at 
Sandbridge are "akin to a 
hurricane two days after." He 
said septic tanks are exposed and 
that he could not help but em- 
pathize with the plight of the 
people. 

Robert Cromwell, an attorney 
hired that day to represent the 
Sandbridge interests; said that 
when the people purchased the 
property it was in approved, 
recorded plats. They received 
building permits. They complied 
with all the city's regulations. 
"They are not people that snuck 
up in the night." Now, he said, 
their homes are dangling in the 
Atlantic Ocean and they need 
help, y 

Jack Siebert, Sandbridge 
realtor and developer, said the 
bill was drawn hastily and "we 
got a lawyer hastily." He added, 
however, "that only one answer 
comes to the Sandbridge people .

Not one person said 
anything to encourage the people 
until tonight when Jennings made 
a statement. We can't write off 
Sandbridge."
